By clause 13 of the terms of union, 
under wJiUdi British Columbia entered 
the Confederation of Canada, it was 
provided ns fallows: 

“13. The charge of the Indian* and 
the trusteeship and management of the 
hauls rese r v ed for their use nndi benefit, i 
shnTTT)'e assume! by the Dominion gov- j 
* rtuuent and a policy as liberal as that 
hitherto pursued by the British CXduin- 
hia government shall be coutluued by i 
the Dominion government after the ad- 
ion. To corry out such policy, trtur* of 
laud of such extent as it lias hitherto 
toon the practice of the British Colum¬ 
bia governinent to appropriate for the 
pun>ose, shall fron> time to time be coh- 
veyed by the local government to the 
Dominion government in trudt for tlio 
use and benefit of the Indians, on appli¬ 
cation of the Dominion government in 
case of disagreement between the two 
governments respecting the quantity of 
such tracts of land 1 to be so granted, the 
matter shall be referred for the decision 
of the secretary of state for the colon¬ 
ies.” 

By section 01 of Hu* British North 
America Act, all crown lauds within the I 
various provinces were vested in the re- J 
spective provinces subject to the inter¬ 
ests already created therein. 

At this tlIu«rTl871) the lund in ques¬ 
tion became the property of the prov¬ 
ince, but had not then been definitely 
set apart ns an Indian reserve by the 
province, being merely.crown land held 
in right by the province, subject to the 
occupation rights of the Indians. The 
procedure prescribed by clause 13, for 
the creation of a reserve after Confeder¬ 
ation is clearly set forth in the latter 
part of the clause and 1 is shortly as fol¬ 
low* : 

(a) Application by the Dominion there¬ 
for to the province; (b) assent of the 
province thereto; (c) failing an agree¬ 
ment between the province and Domin¬ 
ion a reference to the Secretary of State 
for the Odonies. 

Since. Confederation, so far ns I have 
been able to ascertain upon inquiry and 
tynreh at the gort-ruuieut offices, Vic¬ 
toria, the Dominion has never formally 
made abdication to the province for a 
NmphtMt of the land nor has the prov- 
ItfCt* eTer executed a conveyance there- 
ol?W fhe- Dominion- nor yet act it npurt 
a* '-Airlndtat reserve. A* n matter of 
fact 1 , $v*^ Since Confederation, the Do¬ 
minion jprte^rtinetit has exercised admin¬ 
istrative control of the Songheo* Indians 
without a reserve''having bees fonnally 
created for that purpose. However, 
it has been' juikciiiily declared that 
neither the provides- nor the Dominion 
are bound by ullegvd^nct* of acquies¬ 
cence on the part of vnrioWs officers of 
departments which are not brought - 
home to or authorized by the* proper ex¬ 
ecutive or administrative q^gan* of the 
reapoefive governments and are'riot man¬ 
ifested bjr onlct-in-council ot*‘ other au¬ 
thentic testimony; so that acts of con¬ 
trol over the Indian* by the Duminiop 
in nowise affort the question Of title, ^ 

The Hudson’s Buy Company as abso¬ 
lute lords and proprietors of the 
•tory (subject only to the sovereign dom¬ 
inion of the crown) accepted surrender 
of the Indians' claim of title u]Km cer¬ 
tain terms. 

The crown having subsequently ac- 
^cepted u reco n vey a nce from the Hudr 
son’s Bay Company of the land ami re- 
tiypked the Hudsoa’o Bay Company's 
char ter, recognized the treaty terms and 
Hftbi the proprietary right* in such 
laud in Uk* province, subject to the in* 

f'he province, although under an bbli- 
gjapm t<s) provide a reserve for tbe In- 
dSm upon request by the Dominion, 
ba§ ueref been moved to act ru the mat¬ 
ter by r> 


tho arrangement still further accentu¬ 
ates this view. To obtain a relinquish¬ 
ment of certain claims, valid or disputed, 
Upon certain terms and thereafter per¬ 
mit one of the high contracting parties 
to apply a domestic rule of construction 
gathered from the civil Inw of that 
party, for the pnrpoae of nullifying prac¬ 
tically the Operation of the contract 
would be to' sanction a gross breach of 
faith. 

Upon the faith of an~trtnfrtnking giv¬ 
en by the predecessors in title of the 
province, the Indians were induced to 
relinquish title to tbd land. One term 
of the undertaking was thnt the Indians, 
their children and children's children, 
and so Indefinitely for as long a period 
as any of the tribe survived, should be 
permitted to occupy certain parts of the 
land. Assume TlieHuson’s Act in force 
at the time. Its existence must have 
been unknown to the Indians. A law 
shortening and interfering as it would 
with the period of enjoyment of the 
land* preserved Co the Indians by (lie 
words of the treaty, could never have 
been in the contemplation of the Indian*, 
else they would not have surrendered 
their claims for so phantom-like a con¬ 
sideration. To get land in consideration 
of preserving part thereof in perpetuity 
for the use and benefit of the grantor, 
and then repudiate the consideration, for 
technical or other reasons, savors too 
much of obtaining projierty under false 
pretences fo be seriously considered. The 
Hudson'* Bay Company, when it ac¬ 
cepted surrender of the Indian title, en¬ 
tered into au honorable engagement to 
fulfil! the terms upon the faith of which 
the surrender was made. The company 
did fulfill those terms. The province, 
a* its successor in title, did likewise. The 
Dominion assented to, assumed and un- 
<fc*rtook to continue a similar policy of 
liberal and fair treatment and has never 
questioned its obligation or sought to in¬ 
fringe upon the rights and privileges of 
the Indian* as set forth in the treaty, or 
to subtract from or restrict those rights 
by anything outside the plain words of 
the treaty. 

Any such interpretation would be so 
contrary to the policy of amity, good 
faith and conciliation observed by the 
crown as represented by either the Do¬ 
minion or province in ail dealings with 
Indians, as to warrant a conclusion to 
tho contrary. Prior to Confederation,

For fhe foregoing reasons, in my opin¬ 
ion, the status of the Son ghees reserve 
is a* follows: 

(a) The title to the land is vested in 
the province. 

fb) *nie Indian* have rights of occu¬ 
pation and incidental right* of hunting 
thereover, together with fishing rights in 
adjacent waters. 

(c) The Dominion has administrative ] 
control of the Indians and tlie exercise 
of their rights and privilegeae. 

(d) The city is without status in the 
premises, save as a public corporation iu 
the exercise of it* police power empow¬ 
ered to preserve law, order and morality 
in the community, and the fact that the 
pr oxim ity of the Indian settlement is a 
menace to the city’s welfare. 

fe) Under the existing state of the law 
the land cannot he aHennted. so as to 
, transfer a marketable title. The consent 
of all die Indians living, together with 
the consent of the Dominion and Pro- 
\ rindal governments. Would not he *uf- 
i ficient to overcome this difficulty, a* any 
remedy necessitates concurrent legisla¬ 
tion by the Dominion and the province. 

(f) One method of relief would be to 
obtain the consent of ail Indians'liring 
to a transfer of the land: then hnre tlie 
Dominion pass n statute authorizing a 
disposition of the rights of the Indians 
whether in esse or fntnro, and the prov¬ 
ince pass a statute authorizing a sate* of 
the land free from encumbrance*.. 

Provisions would have to be made for 
tho approval of fhe Govcmor-in council 
and Lient-Oorernor-in-counril respec¬ 
tively. of any proposals for the removal 
of the Indians, so as that, hi any scheme

A suitably framed 
photograph of Mrs. Mnitland-Dougall 
has heed hung In the comm’ttee room, 
which was also decoratol with lilies and 
violets, and the color* of the order for 
tbe memorial service.

From a moral standpoint it would to 
totter for both Indians and the city if 
the Ron ghees were removed, hot to 
speak of the commercial advantage* that 
would accrue to Victoria. The Indians 
would not be wronged if pressure was 
brought to boar on both governments to 
pas* the necessary legislation. Let the 
matter of their consent to disregarded.

S. I*. Pitts, president of the hoard of n J m c

It is under¬ 
stood, however, that the land itself with 
these small exceptions becomes the en¬ 
tire property erf the white people for 
ever; K. is also understood that we are 
at liberty to hunt over tbe unoccupied 
land and to carry on our fisheries as 
formerly. We have received, as pay^ 
ment, fifty-two pounds ten shilling ster¬ 
ling. 

“In token whereof, we have signed 
our name* and made our marks at Fort 
Victoria on the thirtieth day of April, 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty.

This treaty extinguished the Indian 
title to the land. It wifi be noted that 
tbe description of the land in thi* docu¬ 
ment is vague, but sufficient definiteness 
appears to make it d>erative. The west 
era boundary line of the tract has, since 
the treaty, been utunitely surveyed, the 
shore* of Victoria harbor forming thq re¬ 
maining boundary linea. 

While the verbiage of the document 
varies from that commonly used in con¬ 
veyances, it must be remembered that 
the document is not an ordinary con¬ 
veyance but a treaty and tho language 
used was, under the circumstances,

land has, h^rti effectively created a re- 1 
serve by tUf joint act of the Ikuninion 1 
and the province, the title to the land 1 
would not Effected thereby. 

While scflWwi 91 of the British North ' 
America Ae£ J £sdfer8 upon the Dominion 
exclusive leitLldttve authority over la- 1 
dians and land? reserved for Indiana, | ; 
the force and effect of this section has 
been declared nienriy to repose legisla¬ 
tive and adininlAi'ntytva jurisdiction over 
such lauds in the : Da minion and not to | 
confer power apour-'tha Dominion to ap¬ 
propriate same after loorreuder of the 
Indian title in infringement of the pro¬ 
prietary rights of the; pfovince. 

There is a broad dijBoctlon between, 
proprietary right* and legislative juris¬ 
diction. If the Indiana?.'rights were ex¬ 
tinguished, for instance, by death of ail 
the trito, the effect oChfao distinction 
would he fo permit the province to deal 
absolutely with the land, without refer¬ 
ence to the Dominion. 

A coni mist-ion, the members whereof 
were appointed by the Dominion and 
the province, investigated the statu* of 
Indian reserves in British Colombia, and 
madq a report thereon upon the 4th May, 
187$. This report assumed to define 
certain Indian reserves, among other* 
the Songliees' reserve, in tho following 
language: 

“Tlie land reserve of the Indiana in 
Victoria harbor appears to to tbe pri¬ 
vate property of tlie fribe by a written 
agreement made on the 30th April. I860, 
between the chiefs and people and the 
agent of the Hudson’s Ray Ortnpany 
acting on behalf of tho Crown, and by 
the land having been formally aet apart 
for their perpefqal use ami benefit, but 
the commission, so far a* they have 
authority in the mgttor. confirm Oils re¬ 
serve a* surveyed to the Songhee* In¬ 
dians together with Headman’s (Island 
in Victoria harbor, and also the northern 
part of Discovery Island and the whole 
of Chatham Island and of the Wand 
immediately west of same, which three 
latter were reserved for these Indians 
by Governor Dougins on the 10th June, 
1803. It was part of the nbove agree- 
medt thnt these Indian* should be per^ 
mifted to carry on their fisheries as 
formerly.” 

It doe* not appear on- record in the 
lands and works department, Victoria, 
that tho report of these commissioners 
was ever formally adopted or ratified 
either by the Dominion or Provincial 
governments, in which event ifb effect 
is simply a guide to tbe respective gov¬ 
ernments. 

Whether or not the English statute 
(Thelluson** Act) limiting the period for 
which *nch estates may be held 1* ap¬ 
plicable fo British Colombia, seem* to 
mo immaterial In the present instance,

THE . CARESSING HAND. 


We cannot understand why the Mc¬ 
Bride government should despair of sav¬ 
ing tho province of British Columbia 
from the slough of inrtebtedness into 
which it has been dropped by previous 
reckless administrations. It bat been 
announced as the policy of the govern¬ 
ment to follow up every dollar’s worth 
of gooda or chattels or property or in¬ 
come, aU the “things that are, or were, 
or ought to be, seen, surmised, or postu¬ 
lated"—things tangible br Intangible—to 
pursue them relentless from hand to 
hand, or whether they are capable of be¬ 
ing transferred from hand, and to tax 
them wherever or as often as they can 
aeeg, handled or imagined. Such a 
policy ought to preuuce results substan¬ 
tial enough to maintain the government 
nnd its friends and to provide for those 
who may follow after them. Such a 
proposition may be demonstrated by a 
perusal of the Assessment Act. Under 
divers pains and penalties the taxpayer 
is required to “fill up accurately answers 
to the following questions,” giving the 
number of articles in his possession and 
the value he placas upon them, to wit: 
Horses under one yea in old, one year old, 
two years old, threo yVWrs old and over, 
work horses, mall inns; mules Aid asses 
of all ages; cattle under one year old, 
one year old, two years old, cows, all 
other cattle two years old and over; 
•theep of all ages; hogs of all ages;, 
poultry of all kinds; farm products on 
hand or stored, except such, as may be 
necessary for feed to stock or for per¬ 
sonal use; wagons, carts, buggies, car¬ 
riages or other vehicles; agricultural im¬ 
plements and a gricultural' machinery of 
all kinds; goods, chattels, wares, mer¬ 
chandise and stock-in-trade of all kinds; 
book debts, and other debts, accounts, 
»ofae», or offier obligations duo to the tax¬ 
payer (except mortgages and exemptions 
under the Assessment Aj't): Judgments, 
etioees in action; bonds, stocks, deben¬ 
tures, securities, investments, shares in 
companies (except mortgages); moneys in 
hand or in bank, gold and 4Uver coin, 
bank notes, scrip, deposit receipts (with¬ 
drawable with or without notice), gold 
dust or bullion; saw logs and all cut tim¬ 
ber or lumber, whether on land or afloat; 
sailing ships, steamships, vessels, boats, 
or water craft of any kind, or any share 
or interest therein; machinery of all 
kinds not forming part of real estate; 
franchises, special or otherwise; books of 
reference, law books, medical books, or 
other scientific books, surgVcsl, medical, 
dental and other scientific instruments

The most bitterly conducted election 
Contest that has ever been fought in^y I 
part o 4 the IVuiiyloti (if Canada is at 
the present time being waged in On¬ 
tario. They have a government there 
that has ^een in power for more than 
thirty years. Taxation is lighter lu On¬ 
tario than in any other province of the 
Dominion. The fortunate people of 
that province are not. asked to take (with 
us to the amount of goods, the quantity 
of land, the number of oxen and a**es 
and 1 sheep and cows they posses*^ They 
have no reason to dread If anything that 
is theirs by right of possesion, tangible 
or intangible, be not accounted for and 
acknowledged, they are liable to get into 
serious trouble. No collector comes 
around yearly and without ceremony 
abstracts two or five dollars, as the case 
may be, from the weekly pay of every 
money' earner in the province. Not at 
all. The government is.Grit, and it has 
a surplus of close upon four million dol¬ 
lars in the treasury. If the people of 
Ontario listen to the clamor of every 
hungry Tory, and of every alleged inde¬ 
pendent who is, if possible, more vicious 
in hia opposition than, a straight Tory, 
l>ecnuse bis ambitions have not been en¬ 
couraged by the Ross government,—if 
the people of Ontario permit themselves 
to be beguiled into turning out the ad¬ 
ministration that has served them tus, 
faithfully and so honestly, they deserve 
to find themselves in a few years in a 
position corresponding to that of British 
•Columbia to-day. And they will if they 
give the Tories sufficient time to get 
their system into operation. 

There is a serious danger that the 
Roes government may be overcome by 
a combination which furnishes a striking 
example of the unreasonableness and 
, luck of. logic in the composition of ex¬ 
tremists. The prohibitionists of Ot> 
tario, who ore undoubtedly as well-mean¬ 
ing as they are unpractical, are said to 
be joiuing forces with Mr. Whitney, 
leader of the Tory party, because Pre¬ 
mier Ross has told them what every man 
of common sense knows to be the truth 
—that prohibition erf the Hquor traffic 
cannot lie effected in Ontario in the 
present state of public opinion. In any 
case, none of the provinces has the 
power to enact such a law as would ex¬ 
clude liquor. Mr. Ross has expressed 
himself in favor ofl local option. He 
would leave the matter of sale or pro¬ 
hibition strictly to the judgment of the 
people of the municipalities. Mr. Whit¬ 
ney, on the other hand, while publicly 
stating that if by lifting his little finger 
he could banish intoxicating drink off the 
face of the earth, the little finger would 
be elevated instanter.

Military service in the Russian em¬ 
pire is ba«*d. except as regards the Fin¬ 
nish, Cossack and native Caucasian pop¬ 
ulation. ua tlie h»w of Jauuary 13th, 
1874, by ’which the whole male popula¬ 
tion, without distonation of rank, ia li¬ 
able to service. Liability to service ex¬ 
tend* from the twenty-first 0> the sail 
of the forty-third year of a man’s age. 
The first eighteen year* are pa**«Hl in 
the standing army, and the remainder 
in the npulchcnie or military service with 
the colors lasts nominally for five years, 
but in reality for four, and the rout of 
the time ia spent in the reserve. Re¬ 
servists are liable to two trainings during 
the term of service of six weeks each. 
In war time nW men fit for service be¬ 
tween twenty-one and forty-three years 
of age are liable to be called up. As 
soon as the order for mobilization, is is¬ 
sued. parties of officer* and men are sent 
to the district headquarters to receive 
the c<'Heated reserve men, of whom ex¬ 
act lists are kqpt in peace time in every 
district. Men who ore liable to serve 
are not supoand to leave their own dis¬ 
trict without a passport; but this rule 
has lately been set at defiance, ami 
peasant* are constantly found hundreds 
of mile* from tfcriv bonne suffering pri¬ 
vations and even destitution in the hope 
of thus escaping the call to serve. 

The Russian army is mninly recwiited 
.from the peasant (doss, and with that 
community the war baa from the first 
been unpopular. There were hundreds 
of tUttertiona at the beginning of Che 
war, and many escaped over tho fron¬ 
tier. Of course by so doing, they ren¬ 
dered themselves liable to be shot., but 
they risked that rather than be sent to 
the hated East. The dreaded journey 
through Siberia, and the fact, that the 
war had not awakened any enthusiasm, 
doubtless account* for this unwiUingneai 
to go to the front. A* reserve* have 
been called tip in district after district, 
there was the samj* trouble experienced 
in mobilising, owing to desertions. No¬ 
where have tho military authorities had 
more trouble thain. in Southern Rnwin, 
for nowhere is tire war more unpopular, 
except in Roland. This state of affairs 
is more serious when wo reflect that the 
standard of faitriVgence among the wnge- 
oarning population in Southern Russia 
i* Above the average for European Rus¬ 
sia as a whale.

The startling conclusion that one In every 
37 persons iu England and Wales Is a 
criminal Is the first that appears on the 
surface of the Home Office Report on the 
Crime of 1903, Just issued, a*y* a London 
dispatch. 

The police returns give the following de¬ 
tails with regard to violent crime: 

Murder 171, arrests 117; attempt to 
murder 90. arrests 87; manslaughter 141, 
arrests 106; offences against women 1,208.

The professional bird catchers have re¬ 
sumed operations. The lark catcher* work 
In pairs. They go out at night with a net 
about twenty yards long and four and one- 
half yards deep. This they trail at an angle 
of about 45 degrees serosa the seed fields, 
the sleeping birds, being disturbed. Jumping 
np into the net and gettlnr entangled In 
Its meshes. Linnet* are caught by means 
of call birds, bat at present the use of 
clap nets Is the favorite method of cap- 
taring them. Rallflnehes aud redcaps are 
caught chiefly by moans of bird -Ume. Star¬ 
lings are netted and retailed for shooting 
purpose*. The kingfisher la not very diffi¬ 
cult to secure. A net la placed about a 
yard above the water at a point where 
there Is an elbow In the stream to hide It. 
The bird is then driven toward It, and In 
its flight bobs round the corner and Is In 
the net before It has time to see'the ob¬ 
stacle.—London OlobeJh

Mr. Han¬ 
ford should be encouraged in this day yi 
abbreviated skirts of silken hose and 
filmy lace. When clothes and paint and 
physical fairno-s take the jdace of nrt 
and acting, it 1* a .'ut’y that tlie press, 
the pulpit and the pfildic large owes 
to the actor who has the temerity to 
sta-nd by his Ideals, a full mid unqualified 
support. Mr. Hanford loves an' for 
art’* sake. An artist to his finger tips, 
nu actor of the best school and liest 
methods, a student ami patron «»f tho 
liest' rudiments of his profession, it is not
